MANY. STRIKERS AT WORK, 


Five of the Wharfingers Make Satisfactory 
Terms with Their Men. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—There was a slight break 
in the ranks of the employers this morn- 
ing. ve wharfingers agreed to the 
men's terms, and upon their wharves 
work 1s. now gomg on to the full 
capacity. Atthe other wharves men have 
congregated in large numbers ready to go to 
work at a moment’s notice, the whartingers 
being all, so it is reported, ready to make 
terms with the strikers. ‘The aspect of 
affairs along the Thames is much livelier than 
for weeks past. The men who have ob- 
tained work contribute one day’s pay to the 
relief fund. : 

Auftralia has sent £4,000 to aid the strikers. 

The officials of the dock companies have 
again called upon the police to protect the 
men who ere at work. The shipowners made 
another appeal for permission to unload 
ships themseives, but met with a curt re- 
fusal. 

It is estimated that 2,000 men are now at 
work on the wharves. 

Burns, in a speech to the dockmen today, 
predicting the success of the strike, an- 
nounced that the demands now made were 
by no means final, and that when the dock 
companies were beaten it would pot bea 
question of 6 pence an hour for an ordinary 
day and 8 pence an hour for overtime, but of 
7 pence and 9 pence, respectively. ' 

Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 5—Upward of 200 
stevedores, longshoremen, and freight- 
‘handlers. are idle at Hoosac dock today on ac- 
count of the great London strike.

AN INNOCENT MAN’S LIFE TAKEN. 


An Alabama Detective’s Alleged Crime in 


b the Pursuit of a Reward. 

Binmineuam, Ala. Sept. 5,—[Special.}— 
One of the most. remarkable murder cases 
ever recorded in this state is on trial in the 
Fayette county criminal court. L. R. Smith 
was employed last spring as a detective. He 
arrested Jackson, the negro he killed, think-. 

g he was a murderer. He afterwards 
learned that he was mistaken in his man. In 
order to secure his reward Smith told the 
negro he would release him if Jackson would 
allow him to cut off one of his ears. Jack- 
son’s ears were marked similarly to those of 
the negro wanted. The negro agreed and 
the eur was cut off. Smith then feared that 
Jackson would betray him and determined 
‘to kill him. Heigave him the choice of hang- 
ing himself or being hanged. The negro 
chose the former and while pretending to 
search for a suitable place made a break for 
liberty. Smith fired and the negro fell. Smith 
left believing him dead. The negro lived, 
however, to tell the tale and his dying state- 
ment is the principal evidence, the affair 
having occurred in a forest.

STABBED TO THE HEART.

John 1 Johnson Imagines His + Is En- 


caged In a Conspiracy to Bring About 


His Death—The Deed Committed in the 
OfMige of Their Family Physician—The 
Murderer’s Ballucination Believed to 
Be the Result of Sunstroke. 

John E. Johnson, a Swedish carpenter and 
the father of five young children. while suf- 
fering from an insane hallucination last 
night stabbed his wife six times in the heart 
in the office of the family physician, Dr. W. 
E. Morgan, No. 34 East Twenty-ninth street. 

According to the opinion of Dr. Morgan 
Johnson was violently insane at the time he 
murdered bis wife, bis condition being 
the . result of a sunstroke about a 
year Johnson and his wife Josepbine 
lived ‘happily at No. 8241 Hanover 


street till about two months ago. They had 


five dren—two girls, the elaer 15, and 
three boys, the eldest 17. Johnson received 
the sugstroke while at work on a building, 
but it os to be a light attack, not worth 
while a physician’s treatment. The carpen- 
ter took some homemade remedies, and 
seemed to get over his trouble, but the pain 
in his head soon returned. He was troubled 
with severe headaches and could not sleep 
Well. 

His ailment became so severe that two 
months ago, for the first time in a year, he 
called on his physician and said he was 
dreadfuliy nervous and did not know what 
to-do for rehef. He added that his wife was 
in a cénspiracy with a number of railroad 
employés to kill him. 

““T know what she wants,” he cried. “She 
is after my life insurance. [ll burn the 
papers,” 

The doctor saw from his manner and phys- 
ical condition that Johnson was crazy. The 
physician knew Mrs. Johnson well ana was 
aware that she was an exceljent wife. He 
sent word to the Swedish Odd Fellows lodge 
of which Johnson is a member asking that 
that body look after the carpenter. Whether 
the lodge did sois not known. No committee 
ever called on the doctor. 

| JOHNSON GROWS WORSE, 

Johnson visited his physician once a week, 
his condition meanwhile becoming worse. 
He was more violentin his denunciation of 
what be thought was a conspiracy, though 
there seemed to be no ground for his belief. 
Two months ago he took a trip 
to Colorado for the benefit of 
his health. He suspected every trainhand 
of being in the conspiracy. While in a fit of 
fear be became unconscious and did not re- 
cover for along time. He claimed that the 
trainhands had drugged the water and tried 
to kill him. 

When he came back to Chicago his condi- 
tion Was worse than ever before. He calied 
on Dr. Morgan yesterday afternoon and 
again complained about his wife. The 
physi¢ian gave him some medicine and told 
him that bis ideas about his wife were en- 
tirely wrong, but Johnson paid no atten- 
tion to the doctor. He never spoke bit- 
terly of his wife and never threatened 
to take her life. Though he believed she was 
at the head of the conspiracy he spoke lov- 
ingly of her and asked the physician to at- 
tend her, as she was ill. The doctor told him 
to call with his wife in the evening, and 
when Johnson left wrote again to the grand 
master of the lodge urging him to consider 
the carpenter’s condition. 

THE MURDER. 

Last evening about 7:45 Johnson and his 

wife entered the doctor’s office: The doc 


tor“ wife received. them and said her hus- 


band would bé in shortly. She leit them in 

the office and started upstairs, but had hard- 

ly reached the top of the staircase when she 
heard a scream. Surmising what had hap- 

pened she ran to a window and called for 
help. 

Tuomas D. Goodfellow, an old man who 
lives at No. 2828 Groveland avenue, was pass- 
ing at that time. He ran to the door of the 
basement office where, through the glass 
window, he could see Mrs. Johnson on the 
floor, her husband kneeling on her, and 
with a Swedish clasp knife stabbing her in 
the left breast. The door was locked, having 
been fastened on the inside, and hecould not 
enter, He ran into the street, picked up a 
large stone, and threw it with all his force 
through the glass door. The missile struck 
Johnson on the top of the head, but it did 
not interrupt his murderous attack. He con- 
tinued stabbing bis wife until his Knife had 
reached ber heart six times. 

When Officer Bartl and several citizens 
broke into the room Jounson was perfectly 
calm, and appeared to be highly pleased with 
his bioody work. 

Mrs. Johnson died just as Dr. Morgan 
reached home, Johnson was locked up at the 
Cottage Grove avenue station. He gave as 
his reason for the murder his belief that Mrs. 
Johnson was bad and was trying to draw 
their 15-year-old daughter into the league of 
railroad men who had conspired to «ili him. 

The Johusons owned the house they lived 
in. Their neighbors were all railroad em- 
ploy4s, and it was these neighbors whom 
Johnson suspectea of conspiring to murder 
him. Whenever Mrs. Johnson went to 
the door to shake a 
her husband thought she was sig- 
naling his enemies. Though she found 
his suspicions almost unbearable and his in- 
sane’ condition dangerous, she refused to 
have him sent to an asylum. Dr. Morgan, 
who has known the family for some time, 
says that Mrs. Johnson was a model wife. 
Her body was taken to the morgue at No. 43 
East Monroe street. She was 40 years old 
and her husband is 57. 


MK CH RISTY’S WALUABLE MONOPOLY.

He has been given 
the monopoly of the operation of the 
smelling works for the silver, lead, and 
copper mines of the country for fifteen years. 
This is one of the most valuabie monopolies 
ever, granted by a (foreign  govern- 
ment to an American. The only smelt- 
ing works in Bolivia are owned by 


Christy and are situated on, the shore of | 
Lake Titicaca, near his extensive silver, lead, 


and argentiferous copper and coal mines, ail 
in full operation, and directed dy eminent 
German, English, and American engineers. 

Mr. Christy became interested in the 


mings of Bolivia a number of years ago. 


There never had been a smelting plant in 
operation, owing to the difficulty of trans 
porting materiais, machinery, etc., up the 
mountains. After four years of work he 
succeeded in getting the materiuls together 
for 4 stamp mill. which is now running, ana 
800 miners are at work, The concession 
granted by the Bolivian government was 
made exclusive by reason of his services in 
pradtically opening up the mineral resources 
of the country.

FLAMES CLEAN OUT A BIG LUMBERYARD. 


The Laird-Norton Company a Heavy Loser 
—An Accident at a Lincoln Fire.

Several 
barns and icehouses were burned.

About 1:30 o’clock another alarm was sent in 
and again the flames were extinguished. As 
every one was about to leave the building 
the three-story brick building adjoining, be- 
longing to A. T. Cameron of Hastings, fell.

Colored 2 Prey Pray That Their Race 
May No Longer Be Oppressed. 
MILWAUKER, Wis., Sept. 5.—[Special. — 
) After adopting a report favoring the holding 
of the world's fair in Chicago the northwest- 
ern conference of colored Methodist clergy- 
men which is be held in St. Mark’s 
‘church today unanfmously adopted the fol- 
lowing report touching the condition of the 
‘colored race in the south: 

Since the meeting of our last conference a 
great national election has taken place, and the 
tres citizens of the country—except those in 9 
southern section—have bad an opportunity to 
decide which of the two of the great political 
parties should have control of the affairs of the 
nation for the next four years, Our brethren in 
the south had a great desire to be heard in the 
matter; but they were not permitted to exercise 
the rights guaranteed them by the corstitution, 
and in attempting todo so many hundreds lost 
their lives. It was reported that a majority of 
the colored voters of the south favored the 
ascendency of the Democratic party, but this re- 
port is false. 

In the northern section of our country enough 
of our people were in fayor of the equal rights of 


Fall men as to put into power the party of 
| Progress and reform. Today all the men in this 


country in the eyes of the law are equal, and we 


| @xpect to see the day dawn when this shall be 


true in fact as well as in theory. appeal to 
the Congress of the United States to enact such 
laws as will at once and forever do away with 
the injustice suffered by our people in the south. 
If the colored citizen cannot be allowed 
his vote, then the section that refuses him that 
privilege should be deprived of representation 
in the national Congress. A white man in the 
south should not be allowed twice or thrice the 
representation of a white man in the north. 
Your committee is conversant with the excuses 
offered by our lawmakers that the constitution 
will not allow Congress to interfere with the 
states and that, therefore, nothing can be dofe 


not overrule, 

Then we say, change the constitution. No 
government is worth serving that cannot in re- 
turn support its citizens in the exercise of their 
rights, both at home and abroad. We feel fully 
persuaded that if any state should te found 
waerein white citizens were murdered with im- 
punity a way would soon be found to protect 
them and punish the guilty, even if it went so far 
as to declare that tue state did not have a re- 
publican.form of government. 

Our brethren have been murdered by the thou- 
sands in the south and something must be done 
that will puta stop to this crime against. God 

humanity. God hasten the day when that 
something shall be done. We have borne much 
—just about as much as we can endure—and now 
we ask that our rights as guaranteed to us by the 
constitution be no longer restrained and sup- 
pressed. 

Your committee is unanimously of the opinion 
that our people, by a general exodus from the 
south to the rich, cheap, and fertile lands of the 
great northwest, would act wisely, and not only 
gain their civil and public rights, but also by 
tilling the lands so easily obtained. soon become 
independent producers, and at the same time 
have an opportunity to educate and make useful 
citizens of their children. To this end we would 
recommend all our preachers who have any cor- 
respondents in the south to make known to 
them, and through them to our people, the many 
advantages which our sectjon of the country 
offers to the poor and oppressed. 

We express ourselves as heartily in favor of 
the early passage of that great measure of civili- 
zation known as the Blair educational bill. We 
believe that no measure now pending in Congress 
is of such momentous importance as the said 
bill. The poor provisions made in many of the 
souchern states for the education of our children 
deepen the interest we have in the passage of 
the measure. We recommend that all our 
preachers brug to bear upon their respective 
senators and representatives in Congress me * 
sible influence to favor the measure.

THE 
OLD LOG COLLEGE CELESRATION, 


It Was Held on the Old Tennest Farm, 
Near Philadelphia, and Commemorated 
the Founding of the Presbyterian 
Cherch in the United States—Interest- 
ing Addresses by President Harrison, 
Postmaster General Wanamaker, apd 
Gov. Beaver—A Historic Ride. 

PumaperPata, Pa, Sept. 5,--[Special.|— 

President Harrison was the lion of the day 

at the great Presbyterian celebration at 

Hartsville, Bucks county, today. This was 

the first time a President of the United 

States bad visited Bucks county, which is 

nearly evenly divided in politics, so the peo- 

ple tio¢ked from all quarters to see the chief 
magistrate. Thousands were disappointed, 
however, as the President left the scene of 
the ceremonies early in the afternoon. About 

10,000 people had been in attendance at the 

celebration up to 2 o’clock, the hour the 


President retired. . After that at least 10,000 | 


more appeared. 

The event which drew this great assem- 
blage was the celebration of the founding of 
the old log college which was the parent of 
Presbyterian educational institutions in the 


THE LOG COLLEGE. 


United States, and out of which sprang 
Princeton and other renowned colleges, A 
queer coincidence in connection with tbis 
celebranhon is that uu was attended by the 
President and Postmaster General of the 
United States, who are both Presbyterians, 
and by the Governor of Peansylvania, also of 
the same faith. These three men were the 
principal figures of the celebration. 
President Harrison, with Mrs. Harrison, 
and her father, Rey. Dr. Scott, stopped at 
Mr. Wanamaker’s house in Jenkintown 
Wednesday night, so as to be ready fora 
drive of ten miles to the site of the celebra- 


tion this morning. This ride of the President | 


was one of the most interesting features of 
the affair. 

The Presidential party breakfasted at Mr. 
Wanamaker’s, and received a few of the fa- 
vored neighbors afcerwards. Shortly after 9 
o’cluck the distinguished party were seated 
in four victorias, and they started for the 
ten mile drive along the turnpike to Harts- 
ville. The victoria in which President Har- 
rison and Postmaster General Wanamaker 
took their seats had a coachman and a foot 
man on the box. The President was dressed 
in u suit of black, with a silk bat. Mr. 
Wanamaker was somewhat couspicuous in a 
light high hat with a black band. They oc- 
cupied the (first carriage. In the 
second victoria were seated Gov. 
Beaver and Mrs. Harrison. His 
excellency the Governor wore a dark suit 
and alight high hat and struggled with an 
immense bouquet which bad been presented 
to him by one of the Misses Wanamaker. 
Mrs. Harrison, who was bis companion, was 
also attired in a dress of dark material. In 
the third carriage rode Dr. Scott, the venera- 
ble father-in-iaw of the President, and Mrs. 
Wanamaker, who wore a light dress and 
carried a generous parasol to protect her 
from the sun. The fourth victoria had the 
Rev. Dr. Lowry and wife and the fifth the 

rivate secretary of President Harrison, 
‘Lije” Halford, and Mes. Coleman. In 


other carriages were Mrs. Thomas B. Wan- 


amaker and Miss Minnie Wanamaker. 

: THE RIDE TO JENKINTOWN. 

It is less than half a mile from the Wana- 
maker lodge to the picteresque village of 
Jenkintown. Ite leading residences were 
tastefully decorated and the one street of 
the town was thronged with its inhabitants 
‘and people from the country around, The 
bells of the Presbyterian and Episcopal 
churches pealed out a mypsical welcome and 
every man lifted bis hat and every woman 
waved a handkerchief as the chief of the na- 
tion rolled by. At the bottom of the hil) at 
the approach to Abington the Presidential 
party was met by the First regiment band 
and drum corps of this city, which escorted 
the procession to the oboe stand and the 
triumphal arch which hed been erected in 
the middle of this historic town. 

The ringing of a big farmhouse bell by the 
roadside gave notice that -Hatboro was at 
hand, and soon the procession came toa halt 
the Lieutenant Fisher Post; No, 101, G. A. R., 
being drawn up on the pike with a band. 
There were fully 8,000 peopie ‘on the streets 
of Hatbore. Over the Pennypack creek a 
tasty arch nad been erected. At the eastern 
end of the town is situated the fine stone 
residence of Dr. Evans, the ex-Congressman 
of the Bucks-Montgomery district, and here 
a halt was made. Only the carriages be-

longing to the President’s party were admit- 
ted tothe grounds. During the consequent 
jam the horses attached to the carriage 
drawing the Misses Wanumaker became ex- 
cited and the pole was broken. This incident 
caused quite a commotion. The party alighted 
and entered. the Evans mansion, where a 
reception was held and a lunch served. 
This was not the first time that President 
Herrison and his wife had been entertained 
at the house, he having visited it twice be- 
fore while a senator. 
At halt past 11 the journey was resumed. 
The stretch of a mile and a half to the site 
ot the old cabin college was a scene that 
had never before been witnessed in the 


eastern section of Penaosylvania. A mass of | 


vehicles followed the victoria of the Presi- 
dent, and the moving procession was envel- 
oped in a cloud of dust, About a quarter 
of 12 0’clock the presidential train reached 
the scene of the celebration. The President 
was received with cheers, and the exercises 
of the day were proceeded witb. 

At 11:50 the President, leaning on the erm 
of Mr. Wanamaker, entered the large tent, 
and was given a most enthusiastic welcome. 

The tirst paper of the day was read by the 
Rev. Dr. Turner of Hartsville, Pa., descrip- 
tive of the founding of the log college und the 
useful career of its founier. He was fol- 
lowed by the Rey. R. M. Patterson, D, D., 
LL. D., of Philadelphia, editor of the 
Presbyterian, who delivered an address on 
Log College Kvangelists,”’’ The Rev. Dr. 
Murray, dean of Princeton college, delivered 
& spirited address in the place of President 
Patton of Princeton college, who was unable 
to come because of the death of a son. Next 
came the Rev. Richard Mcliwaine, D. D., 
LL. D., president of Hampden-Sydney col- 
lege, Virginia, who read a paper on Infiu- 
ence of the Log College in the South.” 

PRESIDENT HARRISON’S ADDRESS. 

President Harrison was next introduced 
and his appearance was greeted with cheers. 
He spoke as foliows: 

I have had illustrated here today one of the 
conspicuous traits of the, Presbyterian church. 
Nothing, I assure you, short of a robust em- 
bodiment of the doctrine of the perseverance of 
the saints in the person of our distinguished 
brother who presides over these exercises could 
have overcome the difficulties whieh seemed to 
be in the way of my meeting with you today.

In the next place, supposing that the Des- 
plaines is dangerous once in ten years in 
March, though it cannot be said to have done 
much mischief in the past, why will not the 
cutting of the great 600,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute channel through the limestone uplift 
prevent the perils of the future? Wiil not 
the waters run off more rapidly when they 
have a channel 160 feet wide at the bottom by 
not less than eighteeo feet depth of flow than 
they now do! This is more water than ever 
flows down the Desplaines nine years out of 
ten. But Mr. Guthrie fears lest some water 
may still find its way into the Chicago river 
once in ten years. Supposing it does now 
and then? What will the harm bei The 
river into which those floods will force their 
way will not, as now, be reeking with filth, 
but will be free from sewage, aid a little 
overflow trom the Desplaines to the lake 
cannot, therefore, pollute tne drinking water 
taken four miles from the shore or do dam- 
age to property. The carrying capacity of 
the new bed of the Desplaines will be so 
much greater than that of the old that the 
backward flow may be but once in forty 
years or less. But this can be told better 
when the deep channel has been cut. Till it 
is known how that works no Bowmanville- 
Skokie cutoffs can be shown to be necessary. 

Thirdly—If after the channel has been cut 

it appears that there will be trouble with

It must 
be so if Chicago is to be absolutely relievea 
from the danger which he and Cooley have 
conjured up iu their imagination. But a work 
of such magnitude would cost half a million 
or more for each mile. They talk of buiid- 
ing it by special assessments in part. It 
would be well for them to hear tirst what 
the courts have to say as to the extent to 
which special assessments can be resorted to 
to defray the expenses of a work which they 
say must be constructed whether property- 
owners want it or not. 

This is tne case: Till the channel through 
eight or nine miles of limestone has been cut 
it will be impossible to say what harm if any 
can be caused by any future floods of the 
Desplaines. It is wiser to wait and see, and 
not put the cart before the horse by spend- 
ing millions fora cutoff in advance. It is

RAILROAD DI DISCRIMINATION AGAINST CHI- 


The tnvéstigation 2 14 dressed beef in- 
dustry and transportation facuities by the 
senatorial committee cannot be said to have 
added much to the peculiar kind of informa- 
tion for which Senator Vest has been fish- 
ing, nor has it given the senator the opportu- 
nity he so much desires, of getting the lead- 
ing operators in the dressed beef business in 
this city before him. His natural animosity to 
Chicago will not be lessened by this, but he 
has the consolation of knowing that he can 
report to the senate the names of the refract- 
ory witnesses and search for the informa- 
tion elsewhere, which would bave been 
freely furnished here had the dressed beet 
men not tad reason to believe that the ex- 
aminawuon was an e parte one and conducted 
in a manner to injure the business interests 
of Chicago. The packers have expressed a 
willingness to give all information concern- 
ing their business which is notof a private 
nature, but they naturally enough object to 
appear before Senator Vest, whose well- 
known opposition to the dressed beef inter- 
ests would not permit, as they believed, of 
their having fair treatment. 

While the investigation has not been satis- 
factory to Senator Vest it has developed 
one point which is of deep concern to this 
great business interest of Chicago—namely: 
that it is being seriously handicapped by 
railroad freight discriminations ie favor of 
Missouri river slaughtering points. The in- 
vestigation hag shown that the rates on re- 
frigerator beef from these points to Chicago 
are lower than those on live cattle, and that 
the rates on dressed beef from here to the 
east are higher than those on live cattle. 
The dressed beef houses furnish the follow- 
ing figutes which show how the rates are 
manipuldted against them by the railroads: 


The freight rates on dressed meats from Mis- 
court unk eel to Chicago are 234g cents per 
oun while the rate on live cattieis 

— s per 100 pounds. On the other hand, the 
rate on liye cattle from COnicago to the eastern 
seaboard is only 26 cents,.while on dressed beef 
the charge is 45 cents per 100 pounds. The dis- 
abilities Goder which the dressed beef men labor 
ace but partially expressed by the figures given. 
All the witnesses before the committee Wedpes- 
day agre¢d in the statement that in a 1,200-pound 
steer there is not over 650 pounds of meat. From 
this it will be seen thatthe Chicago dressed 
beef men have to pay a higher rate per 
und on material which is practically use- 
ess when it gets here than the western 
slaughterhouses have to pay on the dressed 
article feady for the market. In other 
words, nearly 50 per cent ot what the dressed 
beef firms have to pay 2% conte pte pound for 
bringing here comes under the head of waste, no 
Sarr being made by the railroads for that 

act, ‘ 


The figures show that these roadsare mak- 
ing a discrimination of nineteen cents per 
hundred against Chicago and in favor of the 
Missouri river butchers on shipments to the 
seabéard, and that the Chicago dressed beef 
men have to labor against this tremendous 
disadvantage in conducting their business, 
Why is this? Why are these railroads inter- 
ested in making individual aiscriminations 
and in cheating dealers in this city? Why 
are they not willing Chicago should have an 
even competition in business? What is the 
animus at the bottom of this conspiracy to 
throw the advantage into the hands of Mis- 
souri river butchers? If such outraceous 
discrimination as this be not a violation of 
law it onght to be. It is at least a violation 
of all equitable commercial principles and 
of commercial honor. What companies 
are these who are thus striking at one of the 
great industries of Chicago? Who are the 
directors and stockholders working against 
the interests of this city by attempting to 
cut off competition, which is the life of trade? 
It would be interesting to know who they 
are and the nature of their personal inter- 
ests. It might throw a good deal of light on 
the question of transportation facilities. An 
investigation of this discrimination would 
be much more to the point and much more 
interesting to the public than Senator Vest’s 
inquisition into the details of the butcher 
shop trade, which is not dignified business, 
anyway, for a United States senate com- 
mittee. 


HOW NEWSPAPER REPORTS ARE READ. 
It is singular what weight lawyers and 
judges attach to the reading of reports in the 
daily press when the newspapers themselves 
claim gothing more for such accounts in a 
matter like the Cronin case than that they 
constitute the best ex parte information at- 
tainable at the time and under the circum- 
stances. Why should an intelligent man form 
a conclusive opinion on the basis of such 
reports when the newspapers themselves 
don’t hesitate a moment to modify or change 
their views or theories when they discover 
new evidence! Day by day in the Cronin 
matter the newspapers were revising and 
correcting their accounts in the light of the 
latest information. To kuow the views 
or opinion of any paper a reader had 
to have in his hand the latest edition. 
At ong time the published reports strongly 
suggested that Dr. Cronin had taken himself 
away in disguise. Dispatches were printed 
which said positively he had been seen alive 
in Canada. At a later day, when the body 
was discovered in the catchbasin, some of the 
newspapers expressed strong doubts whether 
it was that of Dr. Cronin. Still later the 
printed accounts seemed to point to the guilt 
of Maroney and McDonald, two men who 
were not indicted and are not now connected 
| with the case in any way. Thus the news- 
papers repeatedly found themselves on the 
wrong trail, and after following false clews 
had to abandon them and take up new 
theories. {t could hardly be otherwise when 
the murder in question was a peculiarly 
secret crime and no light could be thrown on 
it except through circumstantial evidence. 
As to some things readers may and do ac- 
cept statements of the press as practically 
conclusive. Under the legal rules of evi- 
dence. a newspaper may be introduced in 
court and used as testimony to impute 
knowledge of a price current or the dissolu- 
tion of a partnership. [tis presumed that a 
mau reading statements as to such matters 
accepts them without question, but no such 
rule could apply to the rumors, hearsay testi- 
mony, unsworn statements, and surmises 
printed from day to day in the attempt to un- 
cover a mysterious crime. When the news- 
papers are eager to get fresh information 
and print any new version that seems 
worthy of credence why should newspaper 
readers declare that statements in the back 
numbers have convinced them so firmly tnat 
no @vidence can change their opin- 
ion? Such statements, coming from sensi- 
ble, tairminded men, are not worthy ot 
belief. They are made 
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impression or passing opinion that Maroney 
and McDonald were guilty of the murder. 
These and other theories that seemed plausi- 
ble in the earlier stages of the investigation 
had to be abandoned as new evidence was 
found. As the case stands now there is no 
positive proof -known to the public 
which shows the guilt of any of the 
parties charged. Intelligent 
have impressions or floating opin- 
ions untavorable to the defendagts, but 
they are heid just as previous theories were 
in tüls case and will be discarded as quickly 
when shown to be unsound. It would hardly 
be possible for thinking people to read the 
newspaper accounts in the Cronin case with- 
out forming an impression or opinion of more 
or Jess strength, but there is nothing in that 
circumstance to prevent aay fairminded, in- 
telhgent man from giving the defendants an 
impartial trial and rendering averdict ac- 
cording tothe testimony prodaced in cour t. 
Any such man when sworn as n juror would 
cast out of his mind the rumors and reports 
he had read. If he should think of them at 
all during the trial it would he only to com- 
pare them with the actuel proofs produced 
in court to see how near they were to the 
truth. 


THE BEHRING SEA FARCE. 

The 3a inst. four of the Canadian sealing 
pirates arrived at Victoria, and che stories 
told by their officers clearly illustrate the 
farcical nature of the operations of the Rush 
in Alaskan waters. Two of these vessels, 
the Henry Dennis and Annie C. Moore, came 
into port Without having seen the Rush at 
ali. The Dennis brought 400 and the Moore 
1,800 skins of breeding seals. All of these 
seals thus destroyed leave cubs on the islands 
behind them to starve. The Moore also re- 
ports speaking other vessels on their way to 
Victoria witn over 4000 skins. Here isa 
total of over 6,000 female seals destroyed, 
besides the cubs and the large number of 
wounded which are lost. Is there a more in- 

human, brutal, and ruinous business thau 
this which the Canadians claim tney have 
the right to follow, though the whole civil- 
ized world is crying out against it? 

These two vessels were not molested in 
their work of wholesale butchery. The two 
which were suffered only a temporary deten- 
tion and were soon at their brutal business 
again. The Ariel was boarded by the Rush 
Aug. 1. Her captain managed to conceal 
several hundred skins, leaving only a few 
in sight, and upon his protestation that the 
latter were aot taken in Behring sea was al- 
lowed.to go on his way. As soon as the 
Rush was out of sight he started sealing 
again and caught several hundred more, and 
then made his way back undisturbed with 
his plunder to Victoria. The arrest of the 
Minnie was even more of afarce. She was 
boarded by Lieut. Tuttle July 15. He took 
possession ofthe few skias in her saltroom, 
then placed a seaman on bdoard who was 
hardly more than a boy and ordered him to 
take her to Sitka. As soon as the Rush was 
off the crew of the Minnie made fresh spears 
and resumed sealing wth cheir prize crew 
on board, and did not get out of the sea until 
they had a goodly number of skins, when 
they set sail for Victoria, taking their help- 
léss prize crew along with them. 

The law of Congress was passed and the 
proclamation of the President was issued for 
the avowed purpose of protecting the seals. 
By virtue of this legislauon the Rush was 
sentinto Behring sea to enforce the law.

With one or two exceptions these 
vessels resumed business at ence as soon as 
the Rush was off, and wien they had taken 
a full cargo made sail with their prize crews, 
not for Sitka but for Victoria.

They went back to Victoria with their prize 
crews ana refitted and started out again in- 
stead of resuming atonce. Since that time

In any event this silly 
one man prize crew business ought to be 
stopped, or the government should sée to it 
that the Rush has men enough to take a ves- 
sel into Sitka when she is ordered to go 
there. The whole business is child’s play. 
Instead of enforcing the law, the Canadian 
poachers are sealing just as they always 
have done, and the Rush is not at all in their 
way.

t . 25 giving accounts of the al- 
leged “negro prising” in Mississippi have 
changed suddenly in tone. A few days ago 
they were quite frank in admitting the 
slaughter of alarge number of negroes and 
in stating the determination of the ‘regu- 
lators’’ to exterminate all the blacks who 
had taken part in the so-called riot, The 
revised and later dispatches suggest that 
comparatively few negrees were killed and 
that they were engaged in perpetrating out- 
rages and had to be dealt with summarily. 
These claims are not at all satis 
factory. Nothing is said about the biacks 
murdering or assailing white men, no names 
or lists of white victims have been furnished, 
and specific mention is made of only one out- 
rage by the negroes—the setting fire toa 
country store. This is conceded to be the 
„most dastardly outrage” perpetrated by the 
negroes, and it is stated that none of those 
concerned in it will be taken alive. Arson is 
a serious crime, but not ordinarily to be pun- 
ished with death, and it must be remembered 
in this instance that the store was not fired 
until after dozens and perhaps scores of ne- 
groes had been wantonly murdered by the 
inhuman uigger hunters.”

The slaughter of 
the blacks—men, women, and children—was 
begun before the alleged negro uprising” 
had injured any white in person or property. 
It would seem that the fiendish atrocities to 
which the blacks were subjected would make 
them desperate and igspire them to seek a 
fearful revenge, but the worst outrage 
charged against any of them is the firing of 
the store! If a community of white 
men had been aasailed in this atrocious 


manner there would have been more than 


one case ot arson to record and a consider- 
able number of “reguiators” ready for 
burial. White men uader such circum- 
stances would have avenged the slaughter 
of their families and assault on, themselves 
by selling their lives as dearly as possible, 
but the poor blacks only fired a store and 
fied to the woods, where they are being 
hunted down. It would seem that if anything 
could cause a desperate negro uprising it 
would be this last race butchery in Mississip- 
vi, but there is no reason to fear such an 
event. Occasionally when driven into a 
corner and left noother resource the negroes 
may make violent and desperate resistance, 
but they areincapabie of any disciplined, 
organized effort that could effectively check 
the brutal tyranny of the whites.

DAVID DUDLEY FIELD AND LINCOLN. 


An Interesting Bit of Political History Re- 
vealed in a Letter. 

New York, Sept. 3.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In your paper of the 27th ult., speaking of Mr. 
David Dudley Field as the Nestor of the bar of 
this country,’ you add that in 1860 Mr. Field 
was in Chicage as a supporter of Abraham Lin- 
coln, and was instrumental in a large degree in 
bringing about his nomination.“ This brings up 
some things known to but few which are worth 
revealing even at this late day. 

Atfew yeurs since I was gathering up some 
family reminiscences—not for any public use, 
but simply for private information—when I re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. James A. Briggs. a gen- 
tleman well known in litical circles in this 
city, whose death a few days since called forth 
warm tributes in the papers, that may be worth 
quoting, as it lifted the veil from an incident in 
our political history which was to have immense 
consequences. The letter bas never been print. 
ed and perhaps would not have been if you had 
not started the subject. But as you have 
here it is: 

„ New YOrxK, Feb. 5, 1881.—The Rev. Dr. H. M. 
Field— Dear Sir: In your family history I think 
it but simple justice to your brother, Mr. David 
Dudley Field, that you should give the important 
part he took in the nomination of Mr. Lincoin 
for President in 1860 at the Chicago convention.
